pment procew of economic adjustment, it the 
conviction that it will be regarded, in future days, 
as a period of great importance in the laying of 
foundations—the beginning of many new lines of 
prosperity in Canada. This is the opinion of Mr. F. 
W. 'Collins, industrial agent of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company, Montreal. Although this au¬ 
thority says this fact may not occur to the man who 
does not delve into fundamentals and who listens 
only to the flutter of gossip and rumor—which swings 
blithely from unreasoning buoyancy to deep pessimism 
and bade again—the significance of present trends, 
apart from world conditions that Canada cannot 
control, it seen in a number of ways, "and one of 
the important indications is that of the multiplied 
inquiries from American and British manufacturing 
firms for factory sites in Canada." 

Within the last year, we are told, these develop¬ 
ments have been most marked, while the last few 
weeks have been especially lively in this regard and 
full of promise for the future—promise of more 
capital, more employment and more general pros¬ 
perity in which agriculture and other lines of produc¬ 
tion will share. And one has only to glance back 
to the pre-depression year of 1920, consider the 
progress made since then, to realize*how much fitter 
Canada now is to ride the rough spots and measure 
the astonishing progress made within the decade. 

To begin with, Mr. Collins observes, it is worth 
recalling that in 1920 there were a large number of 
industrial plants idle throughout the country—war¬ 
time factories—and it was popularly thought that 
they would never again be used. Almost imper¬ 
ceptibly. however, consumption caught up with 
production, and before the people of Canada were 
aware of it these idle plants became busy because 
export trade was outstripping the increase of popu¬ 
lation and new industries were being constantly 
developed. 

In 1928 the total value of materials produced 
was ♦3,769,850,364 compared with ♦2,576,037,- 
029 in 1921. the first year of the previous depression. 
In 1929 the gross value of these products was in 
excess of $4,000,000,000, and that increase was 
accomplished in spite of declining price levels. 

Another interesting development, essential to 
Canada's progress, is the gradual change of western 
Canada from an exclusively agricultural country to 
a part agricultural and a part industrial country. 
This trend cannot be otherwise than favorable to na¬ 
tional development as a whole. With increasing 
population and larger home market its industrial 
strength will grow, as has been well demonstrated 
in the last ten years.

If the government could not control the brewing 
interests of this province by any other means than 
by becoming actually one of those interests, it would 
be indeed completely bankrupt in ordinary horsescnie, 
not to speak of ordinary statesmanship. Happily, 
before so wild a scheme could be carried out it would 
have to meet the approval of the public through a 
referendum, but it is bad enough even for the govern¬ 
ment to be considering the subject. 

If the government is in earnest in the expression 
of its desire to have better and cheaper beer sold in 
thu province, all it needs to do is to provide suffi¬ 
cient competition by private interests to bring this 
about.

The wants matter 1 st not 
put out in solid form, but dissolved 
and water Is required for thlfr^urpoee. 

Of all the water taken In. about 50 
to 60 per cent goes out through the 
kidneys; 30 to 35 per cent by evapor¬ 
ation from the akin and the lungs, 
and 6 to 10 per cent by way of the 
bowels. 8ome a per cent la retained 
In the body in order to carry on the 
necessary chemical lnterohanges. 

Obviously various external condi¬ 
tions can Influence geatly the con¬ 
trol of the water. If the room la hot 
an exqess amount of water has to be 
evaporated from the akin In order to 
maintain the temperature of the body 
at normal. If the child cries a great 
deal and exercises its limbs. tbs 
smount of water lost from the skin 
and the lungs is Increased. 

If It has diarrhea for any of the 
reasons that have been mentioned In 
this aeries, the smount of water lost 
from the bowels may equal or ac¬ 
tually exceed the amount of fluid 
taken In. If vomiting results because 


of infection or any other reason, water 
taken by mouth may be promptly re¬ 
turned and be of no benefit to the 
body. 

Finally, if for any. reason the rate 
of breathing is greatly increased, aa 
occur* In pneumonia or In severe .con¬ 
ditions of acidosis, the amount of 
water lost by the way of the lungs 
is greatly Increased. 

Because of the many factors that 
enter Into the control of water in 
the body. It la not possible to state 
the exact amount of water that should 
be taken by any single Infant. The 
sverag* normal Infant fed by lta, 
mother on the breast should receive 
throughout the first year of Its life 
about 2Vfc ounces of water for each 
pound oif Its body weight each day. 

Thus, the Infant weighting 'en 
pounds should receive twenty-five 
ounces of water- This takes care of 
its needs when there Is hot weather, 
diarrhea or vomiting. . In the case of 
artificial feeding, the proteins and 
salta in the diet are usually higher 
and there Is Increased elimination, so 
that more water la required In order 
to take care of the output from the 
kidney. Extra amounts of water may 
be given to infanta between feedings
